POLICE FAIL TO ARREST. 


An attempt by three masked men to rob 
the passengers on a South Chicago electric 
car last night was frustrated by the prompt 
action of the motorman and conductor. 

The car stopped at the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad crossing, and Conductor E. E. 
Campbell, 9525 Dwing avenue, was about to 
run forward and see if the tracks were clear. 
As he picked up his lantern three masked 
men Jumped on the rear platform. Two of 
the men passed into the car, and the third 
pointed a revolver at the conductor and 
commanded him to hold up his hands. , 

One of the robbers passed through the car 
to the front platform, and the third ordered 
the passengers to throw up their hands. The 
motorman, J. R. Clark, 10077 Indianapolis 
avenue, wondering why the conductor did 
not run forward to the tracks, turned to 
learn the reason. As he turned the robber 
was opening the front door. Clark sejsed 
the controller, and as the man stepped on 
the platform knocked the revolver from his 
hand. Meantime the conductor was strug- 
gling with the robber on the rear platform. 
Seeing his companions attacked, the third 
robber, who was holding the five passengers, 
turned as if to retreat. 


Robbers Chased into the Brush. 


When hed turned the passengers jumped 
to their feet and chased him from the car 
before he could fire a shot. The passenger 
then helped the conductor and his assailant 
was forced to jump from the car, leaving 
his revolver on the platform. As the two 
robbers leaped from the car they called to 
their companion, who was struggling with 
the motorman. He, too, jumped to the 
ground, and the three robbers then ran into 
the shrubbery near the tracks and escaped. 

The street car tracks at the place of the 
attempted holdup are lined with bushes and 
there are no houses within several blocks. 
The failure of the plan was due to the re- 
sistance of the motorman and conductor, 
who attacked the robbers before they had 


the passengers at bay, was a small man, and 
wore a light mackintosh He was apparent- 
ly nervous, and when he saw that his com- 
pamions were meeting with resistance ran 
from the car. 

As the robbers ran for the shrubbery the 
passengers pursued them, but the men es- 
caped. The matter was reported to the of- 
ficials of the street car company and at-the 
police station of South Chicago. Conductor 
Campbell was badly beaten in his encounter 
with the robber, but.continued at his work. 


Man Held Up by Woman with Enife. 


An innovation in the record of robberies 
-was made last night, when Edward Doty, 415 
West Madison street, was robbed by a wom- 
an. Doty was walking in Elizabeth street, 
and when near Washington boulevard was 
approached by a colored woman, who held 
a knife in her hand. Holding the weapon at 
the man’s throat, she ordered him to give her 
his money. She secured $17. 

Henry Krouse, Batavia, III., was held up 
by three men in front of 74 Peoria street. 
The men secured $26 and a gold watch. 


Desperate Struggle with Burglar. 


Policeman Michael Grossman and John 
Farrel of the Hyde Park Police Station had 
a narrow escape from death at the hands of 
a robber in the afternoon when they placed 
him under arrest. The two travel posts ad- 
joining, in the vicinity of Forty-first street 
and Lake avenue. They caught the man at 
Forty-first street and the Illinois Cegtral 
tracks, arresting him after a desperate 
struggle. He gave the name of Axel Malm- 
berg. Two gold watches, a gold chain, a 
diamond stick pin, and a dirk were found in 
his possession. The property was identified 
as stolen by burglars from the home of J. 
Kellogg, 2322 Indiana avenue. Malmberg 
confessed to having committed the robbery 
and also stated that he had held up a woman 
in St. Paul, Minn.

NORTH SIDE REPUBLICAN. 


Central Club of Cook County Adopts 
Resolution Practically Unanimous- 
His Support—Boldenweck Faction 
Meets with Crushing Defeat at Meet- 


ing When Effort Is Made to Secure

By a practically unanimous vote the Ger- 
man-American Republican Central Club of 
Cook County last night indorsed Graeme 
Stewart for the Republican Mayoralty nom- 
ination.

The climax 
marked the defeat of plans of the Bolden- 


4 weck faction, on which days of effort have 


been expended, in the hope that a resolu- 
tion indorsing the ex-President of the Drain- 
age board would go through without a siip.. 
More than 100 members of the organization 
were present last night when Louis Kugler 
of the Twenty-fifth Ward got the floor. He 
presented a resolution that the organization 
support Boldenweck. When he had con- 
cluded reading off this formal statement 
there was no one present who would second 
his resolution. Kugler waited in vain for 
some one to come to his aid, and then, from 
all sides of the room, came motions to lay 
the resolution on the table. The order was 
carried by practically a unanimous vote, 


only one or two members voicing opposition, | 


and both these men dodging the counting of 
the votes by the chairman. Emil Willwerth, 
secretary of the club, then introduced the 
*Stewart resolution, which was carried amid 
enthusiastic cheering. 


_ Declare for Graeme Stewart. 

The resolution read as follows: 

Whereas, We the members of the German-Amer- 
ican Republican Central Club of Cook County be- 
lieve that the welfare of the people of Chicaga 
demands a change in the city administration and 
that the next Mayor should be a representative 
Republican citfzen, and that such a man is the 
Hon. Graeme Stewart, member of the National 
Republican committee and an honorary member of 
this organization, who is well qualified to fill the 
chief executive office of the City of Chicago with 
credit to the people and the Republican party; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That this organization does hereby 
indorse his candidacy, and that we hereby pledge 
ourselves to use all honorable means in securing 
his nomination and election. 

The enthusiasm with which this resolution 

was adopted is held to mean that Mr. Stewart 
has the solid support of the German-Ameri- 
can Republicans.

Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 21.—[{Special.J— 
That Push should be the motto for all 
who want success in life was the fact im- 
pressed upon 4 clase of graduates in this city 
this evening by former President Grover 
Cleveland, 

Previous to his address to the students Mr. 
Cleveland was asked for his opinion on the 
ship subsidy bill now pending in Congress. 
He said: 

I favor free ships, just as I did when I 
spoke in this city at the launching of the 
steamship St. Louis.” | 


Coddling No Longer Necessary. 

Mr. Cleveland intimated that what he said 
on that occasion had not pleased the friends 
of the subsidy. He then dictated thé fol- 
lowing statement, which he said contained all 
he cared to say regarding the subsidy: 

In regard to this proposed subsidy, I 
would refer to you my speech at the launching 
of the St. Louis. I then said something in 
favor of free ships. I have not changed my 
opinions. 

With our much-vaunted accession to a 
position among the world powers, I hope 
to see not so much (instead of more) of that 
sort of coddling which a less prominent place 
in the family of nations wasclaimed by some 
of our people to excuse.”’ 


One True Golden Rule for All. 


In his address to the graduates Mr. Cleve- 
land said in part: 

The true golden rule lies at the founda- 
tion of all that makes Hfe worth living and is 
the parent of every success worth gaining. 

We hear a great deal just now in con- 
demnation and defense of trusts and com- 
binations. Quite lately a short article in 
opposition to them was sent me, which I was 
informed was the result of much thought on 
the part of an able thinker. As I glanced on 
it my eye fell on a description of a com- 
munity of people whose wants were supplied 
by tradesmen and craftsmen who were their 

neighbors, they dea together as fri ins 
terested in each other's welfare and willing 
to yleld something to each other’s circum- 
stances. This. description was followed by 
an arraignment of trusts and combinations 
as destroyers of this happy situation by first 
monopolizing certain branches of the busi- 
ness done in the communities and then dis- 
placing with their stranger agents and repre- 
sentatives the dealers and craftsmen who 
were neighbors and friends. 

There may be much or little misfortune 
in such a change, but I could not help feeling 
that the simple, naturally healthy live and 
let live condition * described was worth 


perpetuating. 
Life Likened to a Race. 


Ot course, in attempting to win success 
you are in a race with your fellows, but you 
need not run a foul race nor treacherously 
disable your competitors.”

“If you find the rock of impossibility in 
your path, go around it rather than beat

Touching on Cuba he gradually unfolded 
the recent history of the island, in which he 
cut such a prominent figure. He reviewed. 
his sojourn in Havana as Consul General, his 
relations with Governor General Weyler, the 
blowing up of the Maine, his departure with 
the American colony under derision from the 
Spanish, the war, the conquest, the surren- 
der, the evacuation, and then he sald: 

“And now the Stars and Stripes float 
over Matanzas, they float over El Caney, 
over Morro, over Havana, and I'll tell you, 
on the quiet, that the flag is going to stay 
there.“ 

The merchants looked trom one to another 
with wondering expression when the full 
import of his words broke upon them. Then 
Lee seemed to realize that he had made a 
strong utterance. 

After his speech he was asked for an ex- 
planation and so qualified his remark to 
take any significance as to the administra- 
tion’s intentions out of it. General Lee after- 
ward expressed regret that he had spoken 
so freely. 

Union Tribute to Lee. 

General Lee was also the guest of honor at 
the annual dinner of the New England So- 
ciety of St. Louis, and responded tc the toast 
“The Army and Navy.” As he concluded 
John W. Noble, a union veteran, and former 
Secretary of the Interior, sprang to his feet 
and said: 

“I love America! I loye the American 
spirit! I love the man who has the courage 
to stand for the right as he sees it—the man 
who will stand for his principles. I know 
you believe the way you fousnt, General Lee, 
and I honor you as the highest type of Amer- 
ican manhood.” 

The impassioned tribute from the New 
England-bred veteran of the union army was 
being paid to the Virginia descendant of the 
cavaliers who fought for ‘the confederacy, 
and was cheered to the echo. 

Said to Favor Annexation.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 21.—General Wood, 
commanding the Department of Cuba, has 
written a letter to the Adjutant General 
of the army concerning the sanitary con- 
dition of Cuba. He says: The island as 
a whole is free from epidemic or contagious 
diseases at present with the sole exception 
of Havana, where there still remain a few

DEATH FOLLOWS DRINKING 
OF TOAST TO GUESTS BY

Hugo W. Uhl's Entertainment to 
Friends Closes in Tragedy —Forgery 
Charge Hanging Over His Head Be- 
lieved to Have Prompted Suicide. 


Salt Lake City, Utah, Dec. [Special. 
Hugo W. Uhl gave a death party last night. 
After the guests departed he died. The 
doctor says death was due to poisoning. 

Ever since Uhl married Miss Knowlden, the 
daughter of a prominent Mormon, a few 
months agb, he has been living in princely 
style. He said that his father, a Cleveland 
capitalist, was sending him money. Since 
his death his former employer has accused 
him of wholesale forgery. But no matter 
what was the source of his revenue, his 
entertainments became celebrated among his 
acquaintances, and the culminating event 
eclipsed them all. 

Uhl knew that his accounts and his acts 
were being investigated when he planned 
last night’s entertainment. He invited all 
his friends to a “special occasion,“ and 
they came. His wife was a happy hostess, 
and the host himself seémed to be in an 
unusually jovial mood. The evening’s pro- 
gram was over, and the refreshments were 
served. the party was breaking up near 
midnight, Uhl appeared with a glass and 
proposed 4 toast: Here's to the health of 
you all, and farewell.” 

Two hours later he was dead. The at- 
tending physician says there are indications 
of strychnine poisoning. The family insists 
that death was due to heart

CHARGE WASTE IN CAMPAIGN. 


Gold Democrats Think Managers Spent . 
Too Much in Salaries—Outgrowth 
of Cleveland Letter. 


» Ex-President Cleveland's letter advocating 
a return to old-time Democratic principles 


has had ahything but a pacifying effect on 
the warring Democratic factions.

The 
board also declined to take the necessary 
precaution to B arses the fulfillment of the 
contract by requiring the delivery of a bill

county institutions. The matter came up 
before the Public Service committee, which 
is composed of all the members. 
Considerable feeling was manifested by the 
old members in the discussion of the reso- 
lution to appoint a committee to investi- 
gate the coal that is being delivered to the - 
county. The old members held that the new 
board had no authority over the actions of 
the former board, while the Democratic con-. 
tingent insisted that the County board is a 
continuous body and has the authority to 
inquire into the record made by the retiring 
body if it sees fit to do so. 
Especially was the feeling bitter on the 
of the old members who were at the 
ead of the committees having charge of 
the contracts for the various county institu- 
tions. They insisted if the present board 
is not assured of the honesty of its cammittees

Demand for an Investigation. 
The matter came before the committee 
through the Insistence of Commissloner 
Hulsman, who called the attention of the 
members to the resolution he had offered 
providing for the appointment of a commit- 
tee of three to investigate the coal contract 
and see if the county is receiving the coal 
for which it is paying. The resolution had 
been referred by the board to the Public 
Service committee. 
“This question ought to be investigated,“ 
said Mr. Hulsman. I am not in favor of 
letting the odium accompanying the fur- 
nishing of cheap coal to the county rest 
upon this board, We pay for good coal and 
we ought to have it.” 
1 understood the board had appointed 
committees to look after the Interests of the 
county,“ said Commissioner Carolan. -“ It 
is the first time in my life I have been on 
a committee having the delivery of coal at 
the county institutions under supervision. 
I invited Mr. Hulsman over to look at the 
coal being delivered to the Criminal Court 
and County Buildings. The engineer said 
he was getting good coal now, and Hulsman 
acknowledged he knew it was Illinois coal. 
The board paid $100 to Mr. Peabody for an 
expert opinion of its coal last summer and 
got nothing for it. If the committee of which 
I am a member finds the coal that is be 
delivered it not up to contract we shall 
recommend the rescinding of that contract. 
This body has no right to investigate the 
doings of the old board.” 

“If the coal is all right what objection 
can there be to the resolution?” asked Com- 


missioner Flanagan. 


Reason for the Objection. 


„The appointment of a committee would 
indicate this board does not believe the reg- 
ular committee is doing its duty,“ responded 
Commissioner Carolan. 

J am not on the committee and know 
nothing about it.“ retorted Mr. Flanagan, 
but I believe in looking into this matter.“ 

J don’t see what good such a committee 
can do,“ said Commissioner Hoffman, who 
was chairman of the Hospital committee 
under the last board. “It is not intended 
to give the committee power to employ ex- 
perts and make a formal inquiry. If the coal 
is not right I am sure the regular committee 
will report on it.” 

I am a member of the Dunning commit- 
tee and I was asked today to sign an order 
for forty cars of coal, said Mr. Hulsman, 
„All I know about coal is that it is black, 
and I want a satisfactory inquiry made into 
the contract.” 9 

Mr. Hulsman thereupon amended his mo- 
tion to give the committee power to act, and 
Mr. Flanagan seconded the amendment.

Mr. Hoffman explained that it was im- 
possible to get bills for all the cars, although

& Co. could not furnish the board with a

PEKIN, Dec. 21.—While the Ministers have 
agreed upon the text of the preliminary note 
to be presented to the Chinese plenipoten- 
tiaries, it has not yet been signed. 

The manner in which Mr. Conger, the 
United States Minister, spoke at the meset- 
ing of the foreign representatives indicated 
that the note would be signed on Saturday, 
but it is evident to all that if the signatures 
are not affixed now there will probably be a 
further delay lasting for weeks. 

Mr. Conger was unwilling that the United 
States should assume responsibility for the 
delay and asked everybody to have it de- 
termined finally not to change the note. All 
the Ministers agreed to this and another 
meeting was held today for the purpose of 
signing the note. But at, this meeting it 
was decided to wait until the translation of 
the document into Chinese has been com- 
pleted. This work is being done by the in- 
terpreters of the allies, and, with the English 
and French translations, will be presented 
at the first joint meeting with the Chinese 
plenipotentiaries. ' e 


May Offer Counter Proposals. 
There has been some question as to what 
will satisfy the powers short of compliance 
with the entire demands. Persons familiar 
with the Chinese say there will be no serious 
opposition to any of the demands, but that 
Chinese commissioners will have to make a 


show of opposition to save their faces —a 


Chinese term really meaning to save their 
heads. Hence it is probable that Li Hung 
Chang and Prince Ching will make counter 
propositions. The wording of the preliminary 
note certainly invites dickering. 

The killing of Chinese is still fashionable 
in Peking. Today the Germans beheaded 
thirteen for some triavial offenses which in 
the United States would be punished with 


short terms of imprisonment. The Germans 


appear to have no regard whatever for the 
lives of Chinamen. The English also put 
three Chinamen to death today. 

A Catholic native who has visited the 
villages near here returned to Peking today. 
He reports that the native Christians are 
levying blackmail on the Chinese every- 
where and committing depredations of all 
kinds. The effort to suppress gambling and 
opium joints in the American district has 
afforded the native Christians a splendid 
opportunity of levying blackmail. They 
knew the location of these resorts and visited 
the proprietors, from whom they _ forced 
money for protection.”

More Details of Joint Note.

It 
condemns the outrages as crimes unprece-

humanity and civilization. It denounces the 
treachery of the government in declaring 
that it was protecting the legations, when it 
was actually besieging them. It impeaches 
the murderers of Baron von Ketteler, the 
German Minister, and Sugiyama Akira, 
Chancellor of the Japanese Legation, and the 
tortures and assassination of other foreign- 
ers. | 
Text of Indemnity Paragraph. 

The Times’ correspondent gives the fol- 
lowing summary of the indemnity para- 
graph: 

An equitable indemnity is to be paid to 
the states, societies, individuals, and also 
the Chinese who suffered injury because of 
their employment by foreigners. China shall 
adopt financial measures acceptable to the 
powers to guarantee payment of the indem- 
nity.” 

In addition to the prohibition of the impor- 
tation of arms and ammunition the note re- 
quires that their manufacture be forbidden. 
It is declared that until the conditions are 
complied with the powers cannot hold out 
the expectation of a time limit for the re- 
moval of foreign troops from Pekin and the 
provinces. 


More Instructions to Conger. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 21.—An instruction | 


went today to Mr. Conger at Pekin to sign 
the agreement which, according to Pekin ad- 
vices, already has been signed by all of the 
other Ministers at the Chinese capital. This 
instruction is sent with some reluctance, be- 
cause the agreement as it now stands does 
not completely represent the view of the 
United States government.

Immedlately after rescuing the men on the 
Cufic the lifeboat put out again and rescued 
the crew of a schooner which was | stranded 
at Prurbyn Point. 

Stories of wrecks and damage are coming 
from all directions, but the fatalities: are 
few. 

The British ship Clan Macfarlane, from 
Tocopila, Oct. 20, for the channel, drifted on 
a sand bank north of Southport and was 
abandoned. The ship will probably be a 
total wreck. 

Skibbéreen reports the steamer Allsawald 
on the rocks off Sherkin Island. It will bea 
total wreck.

BILL, HIDES REAL TOTAL.

While Measure Now Calls for $60,000,- 
9000, Many Important Items Are Left: 


| Washington, D. C., Dec. 21.—[Special.]— 
Late this afternoon the Rivers and Harbors 
committee made public.the result of its work, 
which shows that the extravagance of this 
committee has gone far beyond an 
heard of in legislative history for work of 
this character. While the total appropria- 
tions provided for in this bill have been 
scaled down ostensibly from $80,000,000 to 
$60,000,000, the reduction was made in such 
a way as to be deceptive, and when this 
Congress has finished legislating for river 
and harbor improvements it will be found 
thé amount appropriated will not be far from 


For several days the committee has been 
engaged in scaling down the total of its bill, 
‘and upon the surface it appears that a re- 
duction of nearly $20,000,000 has been made. 
While it is true that some large reductions 
have been made, the committee also struck 
out appropriations for projects already au- 
thorized, and, so far as the rivers and har- 
bors bill goes, no provision is made for con- 
tinuing the work.

CADET KELLER TESTIFIES IN 
WEST POINT COURT-MARTIAL. 


Youth Who Fought Dead Comrade Says 
Opponent Lacked Courage and Was 


Not Hit Hard—Others Give Evidence, 
but No Brutality Is Shown—Some 
Admit Giving Hot Sauce to Under- 
graduates—Teacher Says Boy Was 


Belew Mental Standard. 


West Point; N. T., Dec. 21 The mili 
court-martial that is inquiring into the al- 
leged brutal cases of hazing, which are said 
to have caused the death of Cadets Booz and 
Breth, was today told the story of the fight 
between Keller and Booz in Fort Putnam on 
Aug. 6, 1808, by Keller himself, as well as by 
some of the seconds and the sentinels who 
were posted to watch for officers who might 
interfere. 
Nothing adduced in the evidence today 
showed that there was any brutal hazing 
practiced at the academy, and the trend of 
the evidence went to show that ‘neither Booz 
nor Breth was possessed of the necessary 
mental capacity to go through the entire 
course of studies necessary for graduation. 


Keller Tells of Fight. 


Keller, who had the fla ht with Boos, said: 


„ was chosen by a committee of my class 
to ‘call out’ Cadet Booz because he diso- 
beyed the orders of the corporal of the guard 
and made insolent remarks to an upper 
classman. I was told to weigh in and I 
turned 150 pounds. Boos was 152 pounds. 
He was taller than I and had a longer reach. 
“ We stripped to the waist, and my seconds 


told me I had a tough customer to meet, and 


they told me to do my best. For the first 
thirty seconds after the call of time Boos 
showed a little fight, as he struck me a 
couple of times about the shoulders. I struck 
him under the left eye, cutting it slightly. 
After this he turned his back and kept run- 
ning away. I frequently told him to face 
me or I would hit him in the back. I did hit 
him a couple of blows under the right arm. 

In the second round I thought he was 
going to put up a fight after all, but he im- 
mediately began running again. I struck 


him in the right eye and then on the stom- 
ach. He went down altogether, although the 


blow was neither a knockdown nor a knock- 


out blow. He lay on the ground and was 


counted out. 
1 went up to him and shook hands. I 
said I hoped he had no ill feeling towards 
me. He said No,“ and smiled.” | 
Did you hit him any blows in the region 
of the heart!“ asked General Clous. 
No, sir; I did not.“ 
Cadet Ralph N. Hayden of New York, one 
of the sentinels at the fight, said Booz was 
not hit hard enough to knock him down, and 
all through he acted cowardly. Boos lay 
on the ground and cried. {7 
Cadet W. T. Bettinson of Kentucky ad- 
mitted he had no right to order Boos, and 
that because Booz replied sharply to him he 
was called out to fight. 
Cadet Joseph Farnsworth Barnes of the 
District of Columbia, one of Keller’s sec- 


onds, gave a new version of the encounter, 


as he said it lasted three rounds. He said 
Booz ran away from his opponent and was 
not knocked out. 

Cadet Lewis Brown of Rhode Island, one 
of Keller’s seconds, said Booz ran from 
Keller and was struck several times in the 
back. In the second round Boos lay down 
and refused to get up. 

Booz Below Mental Standard. 
Lieutenant Frank W. Coe, instructor in 
mathematics at the military academy, testi- 
fied Cadet Booz was deficient in his mathe- 
matics, and never could have passed his 
examination. He was mentally far below 
the standard required by the military acad- 
emy. 

Cadet Fred I. Deen of Texas, who, accord- 
ing to a previous witness, gave hot sauce 
to Booz, denied that he had done so. He 
said Booz was not forced to take the sauce. 
Deen, when a fourth class man, fought 


and was defeated. 


ROBBERS WRECK BANK SAFE. 


Explosion at Longview, III., Arouses 
Citizens, Who Drive Gang from 
Its Booty. 


Tuscola, III., Dec. 21.—[Special.]—Robbers 
wrecked the Bank of Longview, fourteen 
miles east of here, at 1 o’clock this morning, 
but the terrific explosion aroused the vil- 
lagers, and the robber gang fled without 
securing the $8,000 in the broken safe. : 

Emil Weise, President of the bank, was 
among the first to reach the scene. Four 
men were geen to emérge from the building,

BRAVERY OF FIREMEN 
_ SAVES MUCH PROPERTY 
FROM BEING BURNED. 


Roebuck & Co.“ s Warehouse in West 
Adams Street—Boy Stepping on 4 
Match Starts the Blase. 


Quick and brave work of firemen is all that 
saved thousands of dollars’ worth of prop- 
erty in the vicinity of Halsted and Adams 
streets yesterday afternoon. Fire brqke out 
in the big storage house of Sears, Roebuck 
& Co., 171 to 177 West Adams street. Fre- 
quent shouts of approval greeted the work 
of the firemen. They saved the building as 
well as the greater portion of the stock. The 
losses are divided as follows:

Four employés were in the building when 
the fire started and several alarms brought 
engines from all parts of the city.

The iron blinds and doors were battered 
down by the firemen, who then forced their 
way through the blinding smoke..

Boston Judge Justifies the Action of a 
Woman for Blinding a Man 
for Revenge. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. — most remart- 
able — aa case tried in a Massachusetts 
Superior Court in many years, and which 
aroused intense interest in the fashionable 
Back Bay district, was ended yesterday when 
Judge Bond probationed Marion Rogan, who 
had blinded for life Dr. L. Taylor, a 
dentist, by throwing vitriol in his face out of 
revenge for wrong done her. The young girl 
had earlier appeared before the Judge and 
told her pitiable story. She said that Taylor, 
after he had wrecked her life, had told her 
that he was irresistible among women by 
reason of his good looks. 

In announcing his decision Judge Bond sald 
that from the evidence it appeared that Dr. 
Taylor had sought out Miss Rogan, know- 
ing she was a good woman, who had in no 
way wronged him, for the sole purpose of ru- 
ining her character, and after he had accom- 
plished it by fraud and deception and the use 
of intoxicating liquors, if not by drugs, he un- 
feelingly cast her off without assistance and 
advised her to resort to a life of wickedness, 
and even boasted of his disgraceful conduct 
with this young woman and with others. 
“Such a man,” the Judge added, “is 80 
vile that I have no sympathy or pity for him 
in his unfortunate condition.” 

Judge Bond said that he regretted Miss 
Rogan did not leave the punishment toa 
higher power than herself. As to the possi- 
bility that similar acts of personal ven- 
geance would follow the probationing of this 
prisoner, the Judge said that such acts were 
so rare—none other having come before him 
in the forty years of his service on the bench 
—that he would take the risk and order the 
release of the prisoner on probation.

caused the blood to run. Then Hunter fired 
his revolver without taking it from his pocket. 
The bullet went wild, but it was the signal 
for a general stampede. McComer ran west 
in Chicago avenue, followed by another shot 
from Hunter’s weapon, which also missed its 
mark. 

Hunter was caught by Sergeant Richard 
Cummings and Patrolman Daniel Kenny. 
His coat was burning where the shot had 
been fired through his pocket. He admitted 
the shooting, but said that McComer was 
beating him to death. |

James Hitchcock, widely known asa secret 
society man and as an agent of railway 
supply concerns, died of pneumonia yester- 
day morning at the family residence, 979 
Jackson boulevard. Mr. Hitchcock, who had 
been @ resident of Chicago for over twenty 
years, had been engaged during the last few 
weeks in arranging the details of the tri- 
ennial conclave of Masons, to be held in 
Louisville. ; 

The funeral will be held at 1 o'clock to- 
morrow from St. Andrew's Church, Apollo 
Commandery, K. T., of which Mr. Hitch- 
cock Was a Past Commander, being in 
charge. A feature of the burial in Rosehill 
will be the sprinkling at the grave of dust 
imported for the use of Apollo Commandery 
from the Garden of Gethsemane a few years 
ago by Mr. Hitchcock. This dust was first 
used at the funeral of De Witt C. Cregier, 
former Mayor of Chicago, and the few re- 
maining pounds are now on deposit in the 
vaults of a local bank. ' 

Mr. Hitchcock was one of the two hon- 
orary members of Oriental Consistory, 33°, 
and in addition to membership in other Ma- 
sonic bodies he was an Elk and a Pythian 
Knight.

FAMOUS EXPLORER IS DEAD. 
Charles Member of the First 
nder Government 


Auspices, Passes Away. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 21.—[Special.}]—Charles 
Erskine, who was believed to be the oldest 
living explorer, as well as the only survivor 
of the first roving expedition ever fitted out 
at the expense of the United States govern- 
ment for a voyage of discovery, died today 
at his home, 4 La Grange place, Roxbury, 
at the age of 78 years. His cabin, as he 
called his rooms, was filled with a display 
of curflosities brought from the lands which 
de visited and made an interesting collection. 

In 1836 Congress appropriated money for 
the purpose of exploration in the antarctic 
regions and Almiral Wilkes was sent to 
Russia for the necessary instruments. In 
speaking of the expedition, of which he was 
a member, Mr. Erskine said recently: 

“We added much to the realm of geo- 
graphical knowledge. Several islands pre- 
viously unheard of were made known, in- 
cluding Bowditch Island, which we named 
after the great navigator, and we rescued 
several shipwrecked crews. It is true our 
own numbers were greatly reduced by dis- 
ease and hardships, but science was the

When she awoke this morning Mrs. Frye 
talked in an interested manner about the ar- 
rangements for Christmas, particularly in 
the different charitable institutions with 
which she had been prominently identified, 
and there was not the slightest sign of ap- 
proaching death, which came while the Sen- 
ator was eating his breakfast in an adjoining 
apartment. 

The funeral will take place on Sunday 
afternoon at Lewiston. There were no serv- 
ices held here before the body was taken 
away this afternoon. 

Mrs. Frye, like her husband, was a typical 
citizen of Maine. She was born at Rock- 
land in 1833 and was the daughter of Captain 
Speare, a well known ship owner and master. 
She leaves behind her two married daugh- 
ters and eleven grand children, one of whom 
was with her at the time of her death. Mrs. 
Frye had arranged for the introduction to 
society of two of her grand daughters next 
week. 

Mrs. Frye was interested tly in the 
society of the Daughters of the Revolution 
and frequently was mentioned for the posi- 
tion of Director General, but invariably de- 
clined. She had marked literary ability, and 
was writing a magazine article only a day 
or two before her death. Besides prose ar- 
ticles for publication, she had written many 
verses which received a wide circulation 
privately. 


DEATH OF EX-GOV. WOLCOTT. 


Former Executive of Massachusetts and 
Descendant of Signer of Declaration 
ot Independence No More. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 21.—[Special. ]}—Former 
Governor Wolcott died at 8:40 p. m. 

Ex-Governor Wolcott returned from an ex- 
tended trip abroad about a month ago, and 
within a few days after his return was 
stricken with typhoid fever. The fever ran 
its course and-the former Governor was in 
a fair way to recovery when pneumonia de- 
veloped. Everything possible was done for 
him, but he gradually grew worse until to- 
day, when he died. He combatted the penu- 
monia longer than most patients do, owing 
to his splendid constitution, but in the end 
his fever-weakened heart gave way.

PRESIDENT HARRIS BLAMED. 


Further differences between President 
Harris and Controller Kerfoot, and the fail- 
ure of Secretary Larson to secure bonds, 
may prevent the teachers receiving their 
salartes before Christmas. The Mayor says 
he has a solution of the difficulty, but does 
not explain what it is. The schools closed 
early yesterday afternoon, and hundreds of 
teachers thronged the Board of Education 
rooms proteSting against the action of Pres- 
ident Harris or whoever might be responsi- 
‘ble for the tied up payroll. 

President Harris issued a letter in which 
he threw the whole responsibility upon the 
City Controller. Mr. Kerfoot has replied 
vigorously. 

There are stories in the alr that President 
Harris refused an offer that would have 
secured the teachers their salaries. It is 
said the American Surety company would 
have furnished bonds at once for Secretary 
Larson had President Harris been anxious to 
obtain them. As. it is, application has been 
made to the National and Fidelity compa- 
nies, and it will require some time for them 
to arrange the bonds. 

Offers to Find Bondsmen. . 

Mr. Kerfoot says that he offered to secure 
the bonds and that President Harris refused 
to have anything to do with the proposition. 
Dantel J. Hunt of the American ty com- 
pany says that application was not made for 
the bonds in his company, but that an appli- 
cation might have been considered. Mr. 
Harris declines to reply to these statements, 

Mr. Kerfoot proposed as a final resort last 
night that the checks be signed by President 
Harris and then countersigned by Mayor Har- 
rison and himself, He spoke to Secretary 
Larson about having more checks printed. 
Those signed by Mr. Larson, he says, are 
not good and may as well be thrown away. 
Mr. Larson says he cannot have more checks 
printed except by order of the board. 
dent Harris and the Mayor both throw up

Plight of the Teachers. 

The plight of the teachers left without 
pay just before Christmas is illustrated. by 
the case of R. M. Smith, superintendent 
of the Manual Training School. A few 
nights ago his house was broken into and 
all the valuables 
ready cash to have order restored, and 
yesterday he came to the boardrooms for 
his salary. He had an engagement to 
lecture in Toronto Monday, and endeavored 
to negotiate a loan with Superintendent 
Cooley for his expenses. Mr. Cooley re- 
plied that he had been obliged to give up 
some plans for Christmas festivities. 

Secretary Larson could say nothing about 
the probable time his bonds would be ready. 
All that President Harris would say in re- 
gard to the bond was, It is private busi- 
ness.“ He consulted several, board mem- 
bers during the afternoon and says four- 
teen of them at least are with him. 

Mr. Kerfoot explained his position as pure- 
ly disinterested in a personal way. I have 
no désire,”’ he sald, to hold up the teachers’ 
pay because of legal technicalties nor be- 
cause I have been antagonized by the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Education. I cannot 
turn over money until the law is complied 

th. In view of the fact that I learned yes- 
erday President Harris had refused to sign 
an application for a bond with the American 
Surety company, where a short bond could 
have been secured, I see no way but to pay 
the teachers myself. To do this new checks 
will have to be printed and signed both by 
President Harris and the Mayor.” 


Harris’ Letter to Kerfoot. 

President Harris’ letter declaring the re- 
sponsibility is on the Controller is as follows: 

Chicago, Dec. 21.—W. D. Kerfoot, Esq., City 
Controller, ‘City—Dear Sir: I have your favor of 
Dee. 21, declining to deliver to Mr. Larson, secre- 
tary of the Board of Education, the warrant with 
which to pay the teachers’ salaries, and suggesting 
that you will do so when he files a bond, or a binder 
is issued by the surety companies. 

Your former communication on this subject was 
laid before a number of the members of the board, 
and I am advised that the matter of a bond isa 
question which concerns solely the Board of Edu- 
cation, and which does not concern your office . 

On yesterday we requested the surety companies 
to execute a binder, but they replied by saying 
that the matter had been referred to their home 
offices, and declined to do so. 

If, therefore, the teachers do not receive their 
pay before Christmas it is clear beyond all ques- 
tion that the fault is yours, because of your refusal 
to countersign the warrant, as the law requires 
vou to do. 

I beg to quote to you the opinion of John J. 
Herrick, one of the ablest and best known lawyers 
in this city, on the subject. Mr. Herrick says: 

That the duty imposed on the Mayor and Con- 
troller by section 26 to countersign warrants for 
payments out of the school] fund is purely minis- 
terial, and that when warrants for payments duly 
ordered by the board for any purpose, the amount 
of the appropriation for which has not been ex- 
‘hausted by previous payments, are presented to 
them for signature, they have no discretion to re- 
fuse their signatures, but it is their duty to sign 
the warrants thus presented. 

If, in view of these facts, you still persist in ro- 
fusing to countersign these warrants, you alone 
are responsible for the failure of the teachers to 
receive their money before Christmas.

This fine volume of 300 pages is fresh evi- 
dence that we are in the midst of a revival of 
hero worship, First, it was Napoleon, then 
Lincoln, now it is Cromwell, The present 
work is the third, within a year, to set forth 
the life and times of the Protector. 

Mr. Paterson, in his notable story entitled 
“Cromwell's Own,” published something 
more than a year ago, demonstrated that he 
was a careful and sympathetic student of 
Puritan times. His present volume, while 
more dignified and scholarly, is quite as bril- 
lient, one might say as interesting, as the 
fiction. .' 

It should be said, at once, that this author 
does not profess to give coldly judicial! est!- 
mate of Cromwell's character. He loves 
Cromwell, that is plain. but he can see his 
faults, too, and loves him in spite of them. 
These he does not excuse. He aims to ex- 
plain them, however, by showing that, with 
the hostile forces continually around him, 
the sharp distinction between parties, which 
permitted no one to take a middle course, it 
was inevitable that Cromwell should decide 
as he did. And having decided for one side, 
or for one course of action, he must, in order 
to succeed, pursue such course or policy to the 


end.

That the author himseif recognizes its inade- 
quacy is shown by his admission that Crom- 
well, at Drogheda ‘ violated the rules of 
civilized warfare,’ and this without justi- 
fication,” though it should be regarded as 
“an isolated instance, and that the order.

These citations are sufficient to show the 
point of view of Mr. Paterson—his warmth of 
sympathy, his insight, and also his limita- 
tions.

Employés’ pension systems are gaining in 
favor with American railroads. The Penn- 
syivania rallroad, east of Pittsburg, was the 
first one to inaugurate such a system about 
two years ago. It proved quite satisfactory 
to the company and its employés, and in con- 
sequence the system was extended to the 
Pennsylvania lines west of Pittsburg about a 
year ugo. Since then the Lake Shore has 
perfected arrangements to give the system a 
trial and the New York Central, it is stated, 
is also getting ready to establish a pension 
bureau. 
The Chicago and Northwestern is another 
line which has just made the announcement 
that on Jan. 1 it will start a system for pen- 
sioning old and deserving employés. The sys- 
tem to be established by the Northwestern is 
in most respects identical with that which 
the Pennsylvania railroad put in effect about 
two years ago. Any employé who is between 
66 and 68 years of age and who has been 
thirty years in the service of the road, and 
who is disabled in service, will receive a pen- 
sion of 1 per cent per month calculated upon 
bis monthly rate of wages for the last ten 
‘years of his service with the company. Any 
employé who has reached the age of 70 years, 
and who has been thirty years in the employ 
of the company, will be retired upon a pen- 
sion of 1 per cent per month calculated upon 
the monthly rate of wage paid him for the 
last ten years.

BLOW TO ILLEGAL INSURANCE. | g 


Writs of Ouster and Heavy Fines for 
Four Unlicensed Companies Doing 
Business in Illinois. | 


Judgments of ouster and fines aggregating 


insurance companies yesterday in the Circuit 
Court. The State Insurance department 
hopes this will prove a knockout biow to 
“underground insurance in Illinois. The 
four companies are said to be merely a few of 
a great number doing business without 

licenses. 

The companies against which judgments 
and fines were entered are the Commercial 
Insurance company and the Vernon Insur- 
ance and Trust company of Indiana, both 
writing policies as the Indiana Underwriters; 
the Michigan Manufacturers’ Fire Insurance 
company of Bay City; and the Continental 
Fire association of Fort Worth, Tex. Each 
of the companies failed to plead within the 
time allowed and the judgments were entered 
by default. The fines were imposed for 
usurping, intruding into and executing the 
franchises, and exercising the powers of in- 
surance companies in the State.“ 

This is the first time that an attempt has 
been made to reach insurance companies in 
this State through quo warranto proceedings. 

Injunctions from the courts have been tried, 
but it has almost invariably been impossible 
to make such a writ effective. The fines 
which are imposed against the companies 
are unusually heavy and a determined at- 
tempt will be made to collect them. 

The suits were brought in different courts, 
but, all being based upon the same grounds, 
the Judges conferred together before reach- 
ing their decision. In the afternoon Judges 
Clifford, Tuthill, and Burke met in Judge 
Tuthill’s chambers and agreed upon the 
judgment and the amount of the , $5,000 
im each case. 

Similar suits are now pending against the 
Washington Insurance company of Washing- 
ton, D. C.; the Minneapolis Fire and Mutual 
Marine Insurance company of Minneapolis, 
the Commercial Fire Insurance company of 
Wilmington, Del.; and the Virginia State In- 
surance company of Richmond, Va. In these 
suits demurrers have been filed by repre- 
sentatives of the companies. 

The result of the suits decided establishes 
a precedent in Illinois and is Highly pleasing 
to Attorney Hull, counsel for Superintendent 
Van Cleave. He said: 

These companies have — in the habit 
of interloping into the State without a 
license. There was nobody whom we could 
serve to answer in court. A heavy penalty 
has been imposed and we intend to follow it 
up jp the States in which the companies hold 
thefr charter and collect it if possible. The 
companies are all doing business and are in 
more or less circumstantes.”
